Many Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents look to the mountains 
as one of the defining features 
of the city, and if Glendale 
lawyer Herbert A. Stroh has 
his way, the open area of land 
that sits around the mountains 
will continue. 

Stroh, a Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dent for 32 years, is president 
of the Sierra Madre Mountain 
Conservancy. He recently not 
only wrote an article for the 
magazine Los Angeles Law¬ 
yer, he was put on the front 
cover. 

“It was both a shock and a 
delight,” Stroh said, noting 
that he did not even know if 
his article was going to run, 
let alone being placed on the 
front cover. 

When approached about 
that idea, Stroh said, “Hey, 
that’s cool!” 

“There’s a lot of prestige 
that goes with it,” he contin¬ 
ued, noting that many of his 
peers have taken notice of his 
recently found fame. 

Stroh said that the Conser¬ 
vancy would like to protect 
the open space of the moun¬ 
tains in the city. 

He used Glendale as an 
c'k a fiiple, "Si fi i > h h a.s fT:iny ‘ 
foothills and hillsides like 
Sierra Madre, and felt that the 
aesthetics of the city, with 
many of the houses residing 
around the Glendale hills, are 
ruined because of it. 

He became interested in 
the Sierra Madre mountains 
because of the fact that he 
does want to keep some of 
Sierra Madre’s charm with 
open spaces in and around the 
mountains and hillsides of the 
city. 

The Sierra Madre Moun¬ 
tain Conservancy was formed 
in 1989 for the purpose to 
protect the open space hill¬ 
sides above the city. In 1992, 
the Conservancy applied on 
behalf of the City for inclu¬ 
sion in the 1992 Los Angeles 
Parks and Beaches Bond Act. 
The City of Sierra Madre was 
identified as a specific project 
and allocated up to $3.1 mil¬ 
lion to acquire open space 
lands above the City. Since 
that time, the Conservancy 
has been active in identifying 
critical parcels and contacting 
landowners to explore their 
interest in selling their prop¬ 
erty so that it remains in its 
natural state. 

The Conservancy negoti¬ 
ated purchase of 13 acres 
owned by John Bowman that 
is at the trailhead of the 
Mount Wilson Trail. Specifi¬ 
cally, at the end of the Mount 
Wilson Trail private road, 
and several ridges behind it 
are all Bowman’s property. 
The Conservancy obtained an 
appraisal on the property, an 
agreement was reached with 
him, and escrow as opened. 
The transaction was struc¬ 
tured so that the City of Sierra 
Madre will acquire title to the 
property, and grant to the 
Conservancy a conservation 
easement promising that the 
property will never be devel¬ 
oped and will remain in its 
natural state. They plan to 
have a formal reception once 
the sale closes. 

Stroh feels that the open 
spaces in Sierra Madre will

As owners of an “historic" 
property and possibly a sec¬ 
ond, we are very concerned 
about the proposed preserva¬ 
tion ordinance. Anyone tak¬ 
ing the time to read the ordi¬ 
nance will see it is very 
invasive, restrictive and, 
worst of alI, mandatory, In alI 
honesty, in a town with such 
a unique spirit, the fact that 
this proposed ordinance pro¬ 
gressed this far with its total 


disregard for individual prop¬ 
erty rights is amazing to us. 
This kind of junk happens in 
other towns, not ours. Well, it 
is happening here. We be¬ 
lieve the City Council should 
exert its authority and direct 
the Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission (CHC) to redraft the 
proposed ordinance to be 
based strictly on the volun¬ 
tary participation of the prop¬ 
erty owner, having affect 
only on the property of the 
participant, without infring¬ 
ing on the rights of owners of 
adjacent or nearby land. A 
voluntary ordinance is more 
in keeping with the true spirit 
of Sierra Madre.

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best interest of the property 
owner and citizens of Sierra 
Madre, then, through a volun¬ 
tary ordinance, people will 
support it. If it is not as impor¬ 
tant as some believe, it will 
not be supported.

This is in response to your 
February 22 “Letter to the 
Editor” of the Sierra Madre 
News. First, you should know 
that I have double-checked 
my files and have no record 
of your letter of April 25th 
being delivered to my office. 
I certainly would have been 
happy to reply to your com¬ 
ments had I received them. 

By selectively quoting 
from my letter to you of Oc¬ 
tober 31, your “Letter to the 
Editor" inaccurately insinu¬ 
ates that I have supported cuts 
in veteran compensation pro¬ 
grams. That’s because you 
conveniently left out the pre¬ 
ceding sentence, which 
stated: “It (the Balanced Bud¬ 
get Act) achieves $6.4 billion 
in savings over seven years 
primarily by extending a 
number of current laws en¬ 
acted under the Omnibus 
Budget Reconciliation Act of 
1993.” To refresh your 
memory, the Democrats con¬ 
trolled Congress in 1993. 

Here’s something else 
your letter failed to mention: 
The Balanced Budget Act 
passed by Congress in No¬ 
vember increased funding 
for veterans’ prograir.s from 
$36.9 billion to $41.8 billion 
over the next seven years. 
There were no cuts in com¬ 
pensation for disabled veter¬ 
ans, no increased taxes on 
veterans’ benefits and no 
means testing. Also, on De¬ 
cember 7, the House passed, 
with my support, the VA/ 
HUD/Independent Agencies 
Appropriations Bill. Nearly 



the last several months and 
three provisions leap out at 
me as being particularly help¬ 
ful. 

They are: 1. Anyone can 
designate a property to be¬ 
come a cultural resource. 2. 
The property itself need not 
be of any architectural merit 
as long as someone, or some¬ 
thing, of merit occurred there. 
3. Property can be designated 
against the owner’s will. I am 
excited by the above three 
provisions because I think 
they can be most fruitful in 
their application. 

The very first person I 
would like to honor is Mary 
Sullivan, the most diligent 
proponent of this revised or¬ 
dinance. She of course is the 
lead person on the seven 
member Cultural Heritage 
Commission. My proposal is 
to put Mary Sullivan’s house 
on the Commission’s Land¬ 
mark List. Being the modest 
and self effacing woman that 
she is, 1 would expect her to 
decline the honor because she 
expects nothing in return foit 
her tireless giving to the com-' 
munity. But strong-willed 
citizens and I will prevail. We 
are committed to recognizing 
her exemplary civic 
mindedness. 

Those three wonderful 
provisions already mentioned 
above will be her legacy to 
our community. No matter 
how vigorously she may 
refuse to allow us to recog¬ 
nize her, we will force this 
benefit and honor upon her. I 


don’t know where on Toyon 
Dr. Mary lives, but the beauty 
of this ordinance is that it 
doesn’t matter. Her house 
will become a cultural re¬ 
source by the fact that she 
was recognized by our city 
for bestowing substantial 
contributions to our commu¬ 
nity. And once her house is 
on the Landmark List we will 
rest in peace knowing that 
she, as well as future owners 
of “The Sullivan Home” will 
never be able to remove that 
house from the list. Mary 
Sullivan’s contributions to 
the City of Sierra Madre, 
through her dedicated service 
on the Commission, will be 
forever remembered. 

In closing I wish to sug¬ 
gest to our citizens, that if our 
City Council passes this 
newly proposed ordinance, 
especially with the three spe¬ 
cial provisions, we should 
similarly bestow its benefits 
upon those who are most de¬ 
serving of public recognition.

It 
provided $17.7 billion, $23 
million more than the previ¬ 
ous year, to compensate vet¬ 
erans for service-related and 
non-service related disabili¬ 
ties.

Make Our 
Schools Safer

Senator Richard 

Mountjoy (R-Arcadia) has 
introduced Senate Bill 1938 
to require the notification of 
the superintendent of a school 
district of each school-age 
pupil placed on probation 
who has been convicted of a 
violent crime or sex offense. 

Senator Mountjoy said it 
is imperative that the law be 
strengthened to more ad¬ 
equately protect teachers, stu¬ 
dents, and other school em¬ 
ployees who may unknow¬ 
ingly be at risk. 

“There has been an in¬ 
crease in the number of 
school-age students who 
have committed violent 
crimes or sex offenders,” 
Senator Mountjoy said. 
“Gang members and other ju¬ 
venile offenders could be 
dangerous. It is imperative 
that school administrators be 
warned if such offenders will 
be attending schools in their 


district.” 

Senator Mountjoy pointed 
to a case of a 15-year old who 
was attending high school 
and living in a group home in 
West Covina. School offi¬ 
cials did not discover this stu¬ 
dent had a sexual assault 
record until after he was ar¬ 
rested and charged with 
caijacking and resisting arrest. 

“If our schools are to be 
safe for our children and for 
our teachers, administrators 
must know which students 
have been convicted of vio¬ 
lent offenses. Some teenage 
offenders are career criminals 
with records of very violent 
crimes. It is ludicrous to fail 
to inform school officials 
when a student with a history 
of violent crimes attends one 
of their schools,” Senator 
Mountjoy said. 

Last year Senator 
Mountjoy authored another 
landmark public notification 
bill. That bill, which was 
signed into law by the Gover¬ 
nor, changed the law to per¬ 
mit police chiefs and sheriffs 
to inform members of their 
community when a violent 
criminal was being released 
from prison. 

“If teenagers murder, as¬ 
sault and rape, they should be 
subject to the same laws as 
adult offenders. If our schools 
are to be safe, school officials 
must be notified if a con¬ 
victed violent offender en¬ 
rolls,” Senator Mountjoy 
concluded.

Anti-Ordinance 
group meets 

The Citizens Advisory Group, which is a group of residents 
that wishes to see either the restructuring of the Historic Pres¬ 
ervation Ordinance draft or it being thrown out altogether, met 
at a residence on Thursday night to discuss what changes 
needed to be made regarding the ordinance. 

The meeting was mediated by Kathleen Roach and Glenn 
Lambden, both of who have been adamant and vocal in their 
disdain of the proposed historic plan. 

Much of the discussion dealt with whether or not the draft 
should be thrown out altogether or if many of the clauses con¬ 
tained in the ordinance should be mandatory and language 
changed to give a clearer overview of the ordinance. 

Opinions regarding the ordinance were also expressed 
during the meeting. 

“I think we’re nit-picking here.” said one of the residents 
who attended the meeting. “I think the crucial point here is 
voluntary. I think that’s what we all agree on. The ultimate 
person who makes the decision whether or not the house be¬ 
comes a historical monument should be the homeowner. We 
don’t have the time and money to rewrite this ordinance.” 

The expressions that many of those in attendance voiced 
out included concern over much of the language that has been 
put into the draft and what the city can do. 

Another feeling gathered during the meeting was that those 
in attendance felt that there are many in Sierra Madre who do 
not like the present draft that is being proposed and would like 
to see much of the language changed as well. 

Roach said during the meeting that aside from the commis¬ 
sioners overseeing the ordinance and a few residents within 
the community, she did not feel that the community as a whole 
is willing to embrace the plan. 

“They’re very well-meaning and their entitled to their own 
opinions, but I think that the vast majority that have read the 
proposed ordinance don’t want it.” Roach told the group. 

The worries not only are within the proposed ordinance, 
but the draft of the Sierra Madre General Plan, which the group 
felt contained some language within the plan that would en¬ 
force some of the historical preservation sites as well.

academic learning. At first, 
one of our autistic students 
would not make eye contact, 
talk or let anyone touch him. 
This past October, he was one 
of the stars of our recent per¬ 
formance of “Dance in the 
Garden.” He speaks, dances 
beautifully, and connects on 
many levels. 

An additional success 
story is about another barely 
verbal student with very little 
social interaction. After two 
years in our program, the 
“light has gone on.” He 
laughs, tries to talk, and not 
only understands, but he 
speaks in sentences. Now he 
can lift his hands over his 
head and he’s really dancing! 

At this time science can¬ 
not explain these success sto¬ 
ries. We can only speculate 
that the teaching methods and 
techniques we use stimulate 
brain chemistry while simul¬ 
taneously working the body. 
Our students must process, 
use, and retain what they 
learn. They are not doing it 
by rote. The students’ parents 
also remark on the progress 
their children have made. 

Thanks to your support, 
we are able to expand our 
dunce class to more children 
and adults with special needs.

DISABLITY BENEFITS 


How much do you know 
about your disability protec¬ 
tion under Social Security. 
Not much? And yet statistics 
say that one out of four young 
workers will become dis¬ 
abled sometime during their 
lifetime. Following are the 
five most frequently asked 
questions about disability 
benefits: 

How does Social Secu¬ 
rity define disability? 

Disability under Social 
Security is based on your in¬ 
ability to work. You will bo 
considered disabled if you are 
unable to do any kind of work 
for which you are suited and 
your disability is expected to 
last for at least a year or to 
result in death. 

Who may receive disabil¬ 
ity benefits? People who 
word under Social Security 
long enough and recently 
enough can receive Social 
Security disability benefits at 
any age. Certain members of 
your family may also qualify 
for benefits on your record. 


They include: 

* Your unmarried son or 
daughter, under 18, or under 
19 if in high school full time. 

* Your unmarried son or 
daughter, 18 or older, if he or 
she has a disability that 
started before 22. 

* Your spouse who is 62 
or older, or any age if he or 
she is caring for a child of 
yours who is under 16 (or dis¬ 
abled before age 22) and re¬ 
ceiving checks. 

* Your disabled widow or 
widower SO or'oider. The 
disability must have started 
before your death or within 
seven years after your death. 
(If your widow or widower 
caring for your children re¬ 
ceives Social Security 
checks, she or he is eligible if 
she or he becomes disabled 
before those payments end or 
within seven years after they 
end. 

How long do you have to 
work to qualify for disabil¬ 
ity? 

To qualify for Social Se¬ 


curity disability benefits, you 
must have worked long 
enough and recently enough 
under Social Security. The 
number of work credits 
needed for disability benefits 
depends on your age when 
you become disabled. )In 
1996, earnings of $640 con¬ 
stitutes a credit of work: you 
can earn up to four work cred- 
its a year.) The rules are as 
follows: 

* Before age 24—You 


may qualify if you have six 
credits earned in the three- 
year period ending when your 
disability starts. 

* Age 24-31—You may 
qualify if you have credit for 
having worked half the time 
between 21 and the time you 
become disabled. 

* Age 31 or older—In 
general, you will need 40 
work credits. Unless you are 
blind, at least 20 of the cred¬ 
its must have been earned in 


the 10 years immediately be¬ 
fore you became disabled. 

Will a pre-existing con¬ 
dition keep a person from 
receiving Social Security 
disability benefits? 

If an individual meets the 
definition of disability under 
Social Security and has earned 
the required number of work 
credits, he/she needs to only 
serve a 5-month waiting pe¬ 
riod before benefits begin. 

Why is there a five- 


month waiting period? 

The program assumes that 
working families have access 
to other resources to provide 
support during periods of 
short-term disabilities, in¬ 
cluding workers compensa¬ 
tion, insurance, savings, and 
investments. It is designed to 
provide a continuing income 
to you and your family when 
you are unable to do so. Ben¬ 
efits continue as long as you 
remain disabled.

The Board of Directors of County Sanitation District No. 15 of Los Angeles County 
will hold a public hearing on March 27,1996 at 1:30 p.m., in the Districts' Board Room, 1955 
Workman Mill Road, WMttler, CaHfomia. The purpose of this hearing is to provide the public 
with an opportunity io make comments regarding the Service Charge Report riled with the 
District Clerk on February 28,1996, whether the proposed service charge should continue to 
be collected on the 1996-97 property tax bill for parcels of property located within Sanitation 
District No. 15, the proposed surcharge rates, and the proposed connection lee rate. The 
boundaries of Sanitation District No. IS are shown below. 

GENERAL INFORMATION 

Sanitation District No. IS provides wastewater collection, treatment, and disposal 
service (operation and maintenance) for the areas shown on the map. In addition, the District 
also provides for the construction of capital facilities to accommodate the needs of existing 
users (upgrade) and new users (expansion). 

The cost of operation and maintenance of the District's facilities, as well as the con¬ 
struction of upgrade capital facilities. Is borne by the existing users of the system. Alter taking 
all other sources of revenue into consideration, the remaining revenue required to provide con¬ 
tinued services Is apportioned to all existing dischargers on the basis of their use of the sys¬ 
tem. Use is measured In terms of quantity (How) and strength (chemical oxygen demand [COD] 
and suspended solids [SS]). The average daily quantity of sewage flow and strength from one 
single family home is equal to one sewage unit. Apartments will continue to be charged on the 
basis of 60% of a sewage unit. It Is proposed that the basis lor charging corKlomlniums be 
changed from 70% to 75% of a sewage unit. Alt other user categories are assessed propor¬ 
tionately. Residential, coriHnercial, arxl small Industrial users pay under the Dlstricis' Service 
Charge Program. Large IrKlustrlal users pay an annual surcharge rather than a service charge. 
Some Industrial dischargers can elect to pay the annual surcharge using assumed strength 
parameters established by the Districts (short form rate). Each DIsiricI also receives a per¬ 
centage of the one percent general property tax levy on all parcels within that District. Thus, 
the total annual cost of wastewater treatment senHce for any given user can be determined by 
adding either the service charge or surcharge, as applicable, to the property tax received by 
the District. The property tax had been a reliable source of revenue for the Districts until the 
1992-93 fiscal year, whan the State enacted legislation taking away 40% of the Districts' prop¬ 
erty taxes. The proposed service charge rates reflect the continued loss of 40% of properly 
taxes. It is assumed the Districts will continue to receive the remaining 60% of property taxes. 

The Districts' Connection Fee Ordinance prescribes fees for connecting to the 
Districts' sewerage system or for significantly Increasing the quantity and strength of waste- 
water discharged by an existing user. Revenues from connection fees are used to provide 
additional capacity In the sewerage system. The connection fee Insures that: (1) new users of 
the sewerage system and (2) those existing users who significantly Increase their use of the 
sewerage system, pay lor their proportionate share of the cost of additional wastewater con¬ 
veyance, treatment, and disposal facilities made necessary by their increased demand on the 
system. The connection fee Is based on the quantity (flow) and strength (COD and SS) of the 
discharge. The discharge from a single family home is equal to one capacity unit. All other 
user categories are charged proportionately. Connection fees are applicable only if you are 
connecting to the sewer lor the first time or are significantly increasing your discharge.

Farrell Takes Post as Good Shepherd Music Director 


If the new music director 
at Church of the Good Shep¬ 
herd in Arcadia looks too 
young to have been conduct¬ 
ing for nine years, it may be 
because he started so young: 
when he was 16 years old! 
Timothy Farrell first raised 
his baton at the church where 
he grew up. First United 
Methodist in Pasadena. 

Farrell took his new post 
at Church of the Good Shep¬ 
herd in January. He directs 
the Chancel Choir at the 10 
o’clock service each Sunday, 
but his duties have a much 
broader reach, as he also 
plans and oversees the entire 
music program at the church. 

During his first Sunday 
appearance, he introduced 
himself not only by conduct¬ 
ing, but also by singing a tenor 
solo. He has also launched a 
new trend by writing a musi¬ 
cal message for each Sunday’s 
church bulletin, describing the 
morning’s music and suggest¬ 
ing cues for more appreciative 
listening. 

Many of Farrell’s musical 
connections still center in 
Pasadena. He is founder, di¬ 
rector and conductor of Pasa¬ 
dena Orchestra Da Camera, a 
40-piece chamber orchestra.

At Arts Academy in Pasa¬ 
dena, he is brass instructor. 
Farrell is instrument and ac¬ 
cessories manager at Old 
Town Music Company. He 
taught voice and trombone at 
Wesley Conservatory of Mu¬ 
sic for four years, and was as¬ 
sistant conductor of choral 
music at Pasadena City Col¬ 
lege in the early 1990s. 

At Pasadena City College, 
Farrell was a choir member 
and soloist with the Lancer 
Jazz Choir, Chamber Singers, 
Concert Choir and Festival 
Choir. At the college, he was 
voted “Most Outstanding 


Choral Musician” in both 
1990 and 1991. 

Other choir experiences 
include performances with 
the Manhattan Symphony 
Orchestra in Carnegie Hall, 
and with the English Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra in Coventry 
Cathedral, England. He has 
been trombonist with numer¬ 
ous Pasadena, University of 
Southern California, and the¬ 
ater orchestras. 

From 1993 to the present, 
he was director of music at St. 
Matthew’s United Methodist 
Church in Hacienda Heights. 

Farrell doesn’t recall a 
time when he didn’t love to 
make music. Since he is tal¬ 
ented musically, he says he 
wants to use his gift to make 
the best music he can. 

Now at Church of the 
Good Shepherd, he says he is 
excited about the “limitless 
possibilities.” In the few weeks 
he has been at the church, he 
says he finds the choir of 50 
members to be skilled and 
versatile. “They could do vir¬ 
tually anything; they have the 
potential to be the best 
(church choir) in the area.” 

In the immediate future, 
Farrell has chosen for the 
Chancel Choir’s first concert 


under his direction the Haydn 
“Seven Last Words of Christ 
on the Cross.” It will be per¬ 
formed Palm Sunday, March 
31, at 4:00 p.m. in the church 
sanctuary. A free-will offer¬ 
ing will be taken. 

Plans for a longer-range 
future include six or eight 
Sunday afternoon concerts 
each year, helping carve out 
a reputation as a “musical 
center of Arcadia,” says 
Farrell. The musical menu 
will include chamber music, 
soloists, choirs and two or 
three concerts with orchestra. 
Some of the music will be in 
a lighter, secular vein. 

At Church of the Good 
Shepherd, music is a high pri- 
ority for all age groups. 
Strengthening the three 
children’s choirs, launching a 
children’s bell-ringer pro¬ 
gram, and building on the al¬ 
ready sound existing pro¬ 
grams are among his goals. 

Farrell was hired after the 
resignation of Jack Lantz, who 
had been with Church of the 
Good Shepherd for 15 years. 

A 1989 graduate of John 
Muir High School, Farrell is 
the son of Marlene Farrell of 
Pasadena and William Timo¬ 
thy Farrell of Virginia.
